San Gabriel Dam Epochal in Relation 
to Progress of East Los Angeles Bounty— 


Adoption of the plans for the San Gabriel canyon flood 


control dam by the board of supervisors last week ends the 
first phase of progress for a project unique in engineering, 
and the largest of its kind in the world. 


That one of the world's greatest efforts in engineering 


is to be made in our~own territory, concentrating the atten- 
tion of the engineering craft everywhere upon the San 
Gabriel valley of Califoria, is due to a vision -which our 
own people caught and held years ago, and has come to 
be a fact because men and women of this valley believed 
in their dream, and made the outside world see it. 


For, while this mammoth .dam is virtually a county 


project, participated in and to be paid for by the taxpayers 
of the county, it is to the people of the San Gabriel valley 


\ that we must turn, in tracing the origin of the idea. Engin- 
" eers in the employ of the county took this idea after years 


of patient work on the part of our own people, and made 
it into a practical feat of engineering. The magnitude of 
this $25,000,000 flood control dam has already caught the 
imagination of great builders and dreamers wherever pro- 
gress is being made in our country and throughout the 
world. 


"When we analyze what is to happen to us because of 


this great improvement, we must include not only the direct 
benefits which will accrue immediately from flood control, 
but such as the following: 


From two to three thousand men engaged for three 


-years in the canyon, having immediate influence on busi- 
nesa o'g .the valley.

Fesler Finds 


Rough Going 


in K a n s a s 


(Ed. — Following is the third in a 


series of articles relative to an anto- 
nobilc»v trip to the cast by Mr. and 
Mrs. Martin Fesler of Covina, and 
written by the former). 


Kansas was treated to copious 


rains just as \ve entered if/ and at 
Dodge City we tuned in on MUD 
and got DAM on the loud Speaker. 


On leaving Trinidad, Colorado, we 


ran into a high fog. I was just a bit 
suspicious of this fog, for it was a 
long way from home, but we did not 
want to think of rain, for these un- 
pavcd roads did not inspire confi- 
dence. To add to our discomfort, a 
Santa Ana that had been working 
overtime redoubled its fury and we 
were assured by the natives that it 
was the regular thing. The Kansas 
kind is not taken seriously until it 
speeds up to about 50 miles per hour, 
and we got enough thrills out of it 
to last a lifetime. 


A detour out of Dodge City gave 


\is a taste of Kansas mud. When the 
roads are good they arc wonderful, 
but rain and the auto churn them 
into a terror for motorists, and the 
sane thing to do after a rain would 
bo to close traffic until they dry off, 
which does not take long, and save 
the state a lot of expense. One man 
was all day going eighteen miles, 
and we went in,to the ditch three 
times — and that was the regular 
thing. \\e -."ere no exception to the 
rule. 


When the differential begins to 


function as a Fresno scriper it is 
time to quit. Once you get going it 
is hard to retrace your steps. We 
went over a bank into the ditch, 
bending the axle and the frame and 
stove in the top, seventeen miles 
from Great Bend, and we had to 
send for a tow car to take us to this 
place. 
Here we went into camp 


awaiting repairs and better weather, 


Wo were headed for Hutchinson, 


Kansas, and would have arrived 
there just about the time that twist- 
er did, and it may have been a piece 
of good luck that we wore delayed 
by our spill. However, we have had 
all the experience we care for along 
those lines. In the garage where we 
got fixed up were a half dozen other 
machines ranging from minor dam- 
ages to junk, till the results of try- 
ing to do the impossible. One car 
wont over a 15-foot bank and came 
out of it without a scratch.

The building of a fine mountainHighway from the 


mouth of the canyon at Azusa, up Cattle canyon to the 
north.of'Old, Baldy and on into Big Pine camp, the county's 
pleasure ground, and the eventual converting of all the 


vgreat canyon into recreation places for many thousands 


of people every day in the year. 


The building of the'largest city in the county east of 


the San Gabriel river on that territory known as the river 
cone between Baldwin Park and Azusa, a city of small 
homes and industrial plants. This plan is already well 
under way. 


The stimulation of all valley improvements because of 


the canyon project. More highways, more bridges. These 
nrast be built to meet the inevitable expansion that is to 
take place in the east end of the county. Far-seeing citi- 
zens of the valley are already busy with these projects and 
plans. 


The establishment of'fire protection and reforestation 


zones in the mountains with the damsite as a pivotal point, 
and an increasing program of roads, passable trails, high- 


" ways and fire-breaks in the mountains. 


The building of other flood control dams in all of the 


branches of the river, a series of them, following the com- 
pletion of the main dam at the forks. 


The construction of a concrete mountain boulevard 


from the mouth of the canyon, up the north fork, over 
Mount Islip to Little Rock creek and the Antelope valley, 
joining with the main highway to Bakersfield. This will 
be the shortest route between San Francisco and San Diego, 
and is planned not to exceed a ten per cent grade at any 
point. 


Through all of this activity to accompany and to follow 


the building of the dain, these projects mentioned will be 
made possible. Not by any means the least, but in all prob- 
ability the most important is that out of this new mountain 
program will come the complete zoning and control of 
mountain fire districts, removing finally the menace of the 
loss of the watershed. The time is coming when the moun- 
tains arc to be made so completely accessible by roads and 
trails that the fire menace will be held at a minimum.

New Highway 


Program Passed 


by Legislature 


Enactment into the law of a new 


state higLway program by the legia- 
laturo menus that road development 
throughout this section will proceed 
in a more rapid and systematic man- 
ner than during previous years, ac- 
cording to the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. Assurance is 
given that all roads now in the state 
highway system will be completed. 


Briefly, the new laws provide for 


the raising of eight to ten million 
dollars annually through an addition- 
al one cent tax on gasoline for new 
.construction work; and that the 
funds thus raised will be equitably 
distributed. 


It is generally recognized 'among 


proponents of good roads that the 
two highway bills passed by the leg- 
islature are compromise measures 
embracing the best features of the 
several road programs advocated in 
the past. 


Under the new legislation, the 


funds raised for new construction 
will be divided 75 per cent for con- 
struction of roads in the primary 
system, and 25 per cent for such con- 
struction in the so-called secondary 
roads. Under the provisions of the 
law, nearly one-half of the funds will 
go to the completion of the state 
roads in Southern California. This is 
a situation long sought by this sec- 
tion, as under the old laws only 
about one-third of the new highway 
funds were spent in the thirteen 
southern 'counties. The Automobile 
Club of Southern California, county 
supervisorial boards, and other ad- 
vocates of better highways have long 
battled for the recognition just re- 
cently accorded by the legislation. 


Although the additional one cent 


gasoline tax was defeated at the polls 
last November by Southern Califor- 
nia votes, it is" believed that the 
principal reason for the defeat was 
the failure of .the proposed measure 
to allocate the funds definitely to 
the projects reeded to round out the 
state system, which is corrected in 
the new legislation.

Aphis is not usually a serious pest 


in the walnut tree, yet in some sea- 
sons when climatic conditions are 
just right, aphis will bo present in 
great numbers. The time to get them 
is while there are only a few on each 
leaf, according to M. H. Kimball, 
farm advisor. 


They will weaken the tree if al- 


lowed to feed on the leaves, 'causing 
smaller sizes and light nuts as well 
as imperfect shells. In several dis- 
tricts from ten to twenty-five young 
aphjds have been counted on leaves. 
Unless these are cheeked by exceed- 
ingly dry hot weather, a few mod- 
erately warm days will result .in a 
tremendous increase and serious trou- 
ble. Growers are warned to dust be- 
fore such a condition occurs. 


Aphis can be controlled very eas- 


ily by dusting. Growers can buy 
Nico-dust, which is ready for appli- 
cation when. purchased. Two pounds 
of 40 per cent Nicotine Sulfate add- 
ed to .100 pounds of hydratod lime, 
thus forming a 2 per cent nicotine 
dust, will answer the purpose. This 
combination must be made in a blow- 
er hopper where a mechanical agi- 
tator is present and allowed to mix 
for several moments before applying 
to the trees. Dust is best applied at 
night, when the air is still. A mater- 
ial saving in dust can be effected in 
this way.
